This 
drawing is an exact copy of that by Andrea Mantegna, brought to 
England by Mons. Gautier about 1718. The drawing by Man- 
tegna, and this copy by Rembrandt, were in Mr. Barnard's posses- 
sion in 1771, who has noticed these facts on the reverse. The 
drawings were afterwards separated, and are here again united i
